Labor Delegates Resent Attitude of LaFollette 


Toward Their "Radical" Platform and May 
Name Trade Unionist to Head Their Crowd- 
Forty lighter s Will Stick to Wisconsin Senator

CHICAGO, July 14.—Clouds of uncertainty and dis- 


sension gathered over the third party situation here today 
and there were indications that the coalition formed by the 
labor party and the committee of forty-eight might be bro- 
ken up.

While the combined convention of the two parties 


wrangled around for hours over the methods of procedure, 
ihe platform makers were endeavoring to reconcile the 
views of the laborites, the forty-eighters and Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, the general favorite for the nomination. 
They were having a difficult job of it. 


La Follette's reported refusal to accept the nomination 


of a radical platform sheered away from him many sym- 
pathizers today, particularly among the labor group. 


The labor delegates were resentful of attempted chcta- 


1 tion" from the Wisconsin senator and many of them cle- 


i dared that if La Follette did not like thcir platform they 
would nominate some one else, preferably a trades union-

"The 
figures given do not include 


any incidentals such as oil, repairs, 
light, telephone, pipe material and nu- 
merous other items necessary to have 
to operate. These, you all know, have 
advanced with everything else. 
The 


outstanding bonds and interest fall- 
ing due each year have been taken 
care of out of the earnings 
of the 


plant except a deficiency bond that 
was floated last year to pay remain- 
der on the Kissener claim on the res- 
ervoir. 
You may ask how it is that 


the rate has not been raised sooner 
(say last year.) 
The reason it was 


not raised is that there 
has been 


enough of a balance on hand over and 
above running expenses, accumulated 
from year to year during low cost 
prices to take care of the 
difference 


in the advance of wages and mater- 
ial. 
The department has practically 


been living off of accumulated sur- 
plus. 


"The 
revenues are practically the 


same now as they were in 1917 so if 
it would be possible to operate on the 
present rate at the present prices of 


labor and material there should have 
been an enormous surplus accumu- 
lated therefrom prior to the time the 
advances in cost of labor and mater- 
ial took effect. 
1 am not criticizing 


any one for any condition that exists 
in past or present. 


It seems that much criticism has 


been made against our 'service 
di- 


rector for 
adopting 
the new rate. 


This I think is unjust as the figures 
available on which to base our fig- 
ures would necessitate raising to the 
price submitted in order to operate. 


"There are about 10,000 water users 


in our city. A high average consump- 
tion per head would 
be 100 gallon 


per day. At present the average is 
about 250 gallon or 
150 per 
cent 


waste. 
This waste costs in fuel and 


wear on plant, and should be consid- 
ered by the user of water. 
It is not 


the desire of the board to have to 
have any higher water rates than 
are necessary to keep the plant 
in 


good running condition nor do we ex- 
pect to keep the public from knowing 
jiist what the conditions are in the 
water works or any other department 
of the city's affairs. 
The city's books 


are open for inspection by the public 
at, all times. 


"The 
new rate will he 
adjusted 


soon nnd the price will be based on 
what we will have to pay for fuel. 
If 


the fair price board can do anything 
along the line of reporting and caus- 
ing the conviction of profiteers, 
it 


will have a good case to start on in 
the coal profiteers."
